T if E COMMONWEALTH. 

K^'Tlic Orli'ans Tfuoii>clt!V sliow* 
iij) the mode liy whicli the people have hcen 
exeludcd from all direct i)articipation in the 
recent secession movements, and how the 
usurping Legislatures and Conventions 
have actually taken action against the pop- 
ular wiji. The Delta article is full of signif- 
icance : 

’ Who Cares for the People! 

In the movements that preceded, accom- 
panied, and are likely to attend the consum- 
mation of the extraordinary revolution which 
has overthrown' this government, nothing 
which has occurred is so remarkalde as the 
heroic disregard of the popular strength and 
sovereignty which has signalized it. The 
.■^late of Louisiana first commenced its share 
of the work that has been ilonc, by record- 
ing the-vote of the people against separate 
seccs.sion and a cotton confederacy ; but 
scarcely had the delegates, elected with this 
reconled protest of the people before them, 
met in 'convention, than they utterly disre- 
garded the restriction, and, in the style of 
John Perkins, Jr., ridiculed the idea of 
po]mlar sovereignty. Then followed as a 
matter of course tlie election from among 
themselves of delegates to another conven- 
tion in another State, tlie selection again by 
the members of this usurping cabal of mem- 
bers from among themselves to constitute a 
provisional government with just such limi- 
tations upoti their irresponsible wills as they 
themselves might sec fit to impose, and with 
no other cheek uiion their possession of 
]ilace.and i>owcr than it may suit the inter- 
ests or convenience of their mighty high- 
nesses for api>earance sake to create. We 
are told that in their secret wigwam they 
have made a constitution ; we are pretty cer- 
tain they have imposed rules, laws, and reg- 
ulations ruinous to thi.-i,oity ; and while the 
first, in some future day, may see the light 
and be fusteneil u|)on the people locally, we 
are in no doubt that, by the second, a diller- 
ent regime is upon us.^ The Louisiana <lele- 
gatioii hi the Montgomery dark-lantern con- 
clave have, however, graciously appeared in 
jirint, with the comforting declaration that 
they and their associates are deliberating for 
their reciprocal advantage with unexampled 
harmony, conciliation, and fraternity; and 
that there is perfect truth in this assurance 
may implicitly be believed, for in the distri- 
bution of places and profits among each oth- 
er, with the single recusancy of our distin- 
guished compatriot the lion. Iloumas Slidell, 
who declined playing second fiddle to precip- 
itator Yancey, everything has gone merry ns 
a marriage bell, ■'-fee w ith what alacrity, even 
to the neglect of his libel •sffit against the 
Vale story editors, our little man P.enjamiii 
hurried oil' to Montgomery, where, buried in 
I he heaps of official re(|uisitions, Yale and 
its reminiscences, Iloumas lands and the 
> h'loyd acceptances, are alike passed into ut- 
ter forgctfulnes.s. Amid all these important 
movements it is therefore laughable to find 
an occasional recollection of the possibledis- 
satisfaction of the jieoplc some of these days 
at the hideous farce the political charlatans, 
now in the ascendant, so ileflantly perform 
to the former's injury and the sacrifice of 
their best interests ; for the most purblind of 
the dark-lanternitcs cannot be such a fool 
as to suppose that the people will never 
thiiik of what the perils thatsunf>und them 
imperatively require for their ow 4 preserva- 
tion, or that the day will not soon Bime when 
the actors in the proceedings, who are now 
seemingly floating upon an irresistible cur- 
rent, will be called to a strict accountability. 
To vote themselves enormous salaries, to dis- 
tribute among each other grand offices, and 
to arrogate to thcm.selves |>owers, privileges, 
and importance unknown in the past histo- 
ry of Americ.a, may, for the present, all ap- 
pear right to the contracted visions of the 
star-chamber con-clave at Montgomery, who 
sharing the contempt for amenability to 
popular control, expressed by Mr. John Per- 
kins, Jr., ^ilink no more is wanted than a 
strong bit and a comfortable saddle to enable 
them to ride, drive, slash, and spur the Amer- 
ican people whose labor, industry, intelli- 
gence, and enter])rise are to be ruinously tax- 
ed for the comfort and convenience of their 
imperious masters. 'We are somewhat dubi- 
ous whether this complacent view of their 
exalted destinies will long be allowed un- 
<(uestioned to the wigwamites of Montgome- 
ry, or of that or any other convention, and 
although the power of the people is hard at 
limes to arouse to needful action, sooner or 
later it must come forth, and when it does 
■woe be to the quacks whose shallow ignor- 
ance and presumptuous egotism blituied 
them to its existence. Already we fipd 
among the most violent advocates of a Cot- 
ton Confederacy some misgiving that allj is 
not right, that, to a certain extent onlv, 
jilarming experiments upon popular forbear- 
aincc may be trie<i with complete impunitv; 
but experience having whispered to them 
that perhaps the submission point is pretty 
near reached, they are disposed to recognize 
tic necessity of an appeal to the people, 
•\vl.o, up to this time, they have been studi- 
ous in ignoring. '\Ve incline to the impres- 
nion that these late recognizers of popular 
sovereignty are about right, are wise of their 
generation; for although political vagaries 
and the summcr.saultsof political ImrlMpiins 
may astonish ami amuse for a time, and 
when the cost of the amusement i.s not too 
great, there will come a dav when sober 
sense will examine the bills and prudence 
dictate the ailoption of those precautions 
neglect of which has lost to people their lib- 
erties and made the jiurcst governments the 
most insuiqiortable of despotisms.

Mr, Editou. While the good [leople of our 
county have %een rejxisieg in comparative 
quiet and safety, under the confident belief 
that Kentucky after jiroper deliberation had 
resolved firmly to maintain her present posi- 
tion in our Federal I.biion, as the course dic- 
tated by both her duty and her safely, w; 
have been suddenly alarmed by the informa- 
tion that a secret scheme has been concoct- 
ing by the enemies of our peace and our 
Union, to “precipitate" our loyal old State 
into revolution, by a bold and daring attempt 
to liave a .State Convention called contrary 
to the mode prescribed by 'our State Con- 
stitution. In our present state of alarm 
some of our citizens are now engaged in 
obtaining signers to petitions, to be sent 
on to Frankfort this week, protesting against 
any unconstitutional action on the part 
of our Legislature. As several days must 
elapse before the petitions can be for- 
warded to the Legislature, I enclose a cojiy 
of the petition for publication in the Com- 
monwealth, at the proper time, that the Leg- 
islature may understand something of the 
wishes of the citizens of this county on this 
momentous que.stion. A ,Si B.sci:niia:. 

PFITITION. 

To the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky : The petition of the un- 
dersigned, citizens of Nicholas county, re- 
sjiectfully represents: 

That we have learned with profound re- 
gret and alarm, that during the session of our 
Legislature in this month, an etlort will be 
made to precipitate Kentucky into revolu- 
tion, by calling a State Convention contrary 
to the mode prescribed _by the Constitution. 

While, therefore, we ilesire to observe 
proper decorum and due respect, we feel it 
our solemn duty to protest in the strongest 
terms against any such action on the )iart of 
our Legislature. Kentucky is rightfully and 
constitutionally in the Union, and there it is 
our earnest desire that she shall remain. 
We believe that so long as we remain in the 
Union all our rights arc secure, and that|no 
danger can approach us. And we believe 
that if Kentucky should be precipitated out 
of the Union, we should t/ien have no guar- 
antee for any of our rights, life, liberty, or 
property. 

Many of us have taken solemn oaths to 
support the (,'on.stitutions of the United 
States and of the State of Kentucky. 

We love our noble State 1 We love our 
national flag. We understand onr rights, 
and wish to maintain them in the Union, 
and not out of it. 

It a majority of the Legislature shall as- 
sume the power to call a Convention by any 
other mode than that prescribed by iheConsti- 
tution of Kentucky, we know that such an act 
of usurpiation on the part of our public ser- 
vants would not be binding on the sovereign 
people. We maintain that Kentucky is bound 
in gooil faith to adhere to the Union. But 
if secession shall become the order of the day, 
and Kentucky should be unconstitutionally 
dragged out of the Union, we maintain that 
every county, and every citizen, has as clear 
a right to secede from the iState, as the State 
has to secede from the Union, and we should 
feel at liberty to act accordingly. 

We desire not to oppose any necessary leg- 
islation, but we respectfully suggest to your 
honorable body that we are averse to any 
unnecesitery increase in our taxes at this 
time. 

With the highest consideration, we remain 
your friends and fellow-citizens.

Dear Sir : IVe suggest to you the ini|iort- 
ance of at once making arrangements either 
privately or publicly, as you deem best, by 
which your county will be represented by 
several delegates, who will attend a Conven- 
tion at Frankfort, which we jiropose to hold 
on the 20th inst 

By this means the Legislature can be in- 
structed in regard to the sentiment of the 
entire State, and doubtless u|x>n learn- 
ing it ■will immediately take such action as 
the intere.sts and honor of the State demand.

position with the South.” 

Immediately after the formation of such 
clubs plea.se apprise us of the names of offi- 
cers, number in the club and prospect of in- 
creasing it. 

Thetoneof Mr. Lincln’s inaugural .addre.ss, 
indicating most unmistakably an intention 
on the part of the new administration to at- 
tempt the subjugation of the States that have 
seceded from the Union, appeals to the in- 
terest and safety of onr peoidc for some 
prompt and decisive action, and we know ot 
no better or more efl'ectual way of indicating 
our determination than that suggested.

Oiir readers will remember that we jml 
lislied this call, and at the same time slated 
that it was our 0 )>inion that it was hut a 
mere device — a trick of the enemy, origi- 
nated for the purpose of creating a false iin- 
prossion respecting the sentiments of the 
people of this county. The sequel demon 
strated the correctness of onr supposition. 

The meeting was of immense imiiortance 
in two Xioinis of view at least. 1st, It de 
veloped the real design of the disunionists, 
and stripped from their faces the mask of 
Southern Rights, hehind which they have 
been plotting mischief since the nomination 
of Breckinridge. 

2. It demonstrated moat conclusively that 
at least throe-fonrtha of tine peojde of Fr.ank- 
lin county are true to the Union and the

Robert W. Scott', inasmuch ns the conven- 
tion had had no voice in the matter at all. 

.Vt this point .Jinlgc Alason Brown arose 
to ask a qne.stion of the Chair (Air. Robert 
W. .Scott). Ue said that he bad read the 
call iu the Yeoman, and being strongly in 
favor of Sontliern Rights, lie wanted to know 
if Jie would be permitted to speak nnd vote 
on rcsolutioiiH pre.sented to that body.
